SGA constitution draws controversy over legitimacy

Student Government Association Presi¬ 
dent, Joel Morgan, has threatened lo take the 
universily to court if the Student Afiairs'Com- 
rtiiuee fails to approve the new SGA constitu¬ 
tion next week. 

The constitution was ratified by the sUKlent 
body Oil Dec* 3 of last year, but the LSUS Stu¬ 
dent Handbook states that any revisions to a 
student organization's constitution must also 
be voted on by the Student Affairs Coenmiltee 
for final approval* 

Morgan refused to do this in the spring 
semester, saying that the SGA is a student 
government, not a student organization and 
therefore not subject to rules set for student 
organizations* 


Dr. Gloria R^es, vice-chimcellor of stu¬ 
dent affairs, said that she repeatedly told Mor¬ 
gan throughout the spring semester that he 
needed to submit the constimtion to the com¬ 
mittee, 

Raines said tliat she also pointed out to 
Morgan that if the committee approved the 
constitution, it would lend what she felt was 
greatly-needed legitimacy to the document 
since there had been several questions raised 
concerning the legal and 4 ^cal [HDcedures of 
the SGA in getting the student body's 
approval of it 

A number of students, pnmanly members 
of the Biology Club, said that they had been 
told at the voting tables by SGA senators to 
vote "yes'* for the new constitution* Federal 
law prohibits the advertising of poUtkai view 
within 50 feet of voting sites. 


However, Morgan sdll held his ground and 
refused to submit the constitution* 

"It's really gotten silly,** Raines said* "As 
far as Im concerned the old constilution is the 
ofTicIai one*" 

Dale Kaiser, president pro tempore of the 
SGA senate, who drew up the constitution, 
said that he was away from the university for 
the entire spring semester student-teaching 
while this debate was going on. 

When he returned in the summer he urged 
Morgan to submit the constitudon to the com¬ 
mittee "just to be courteous* **and to keep 
things between us (SGA) and the administra- 
don on an even keel" 

Kaiser also said that If the committee 
approves the document, "it will add legiluna¬ 
cy* There aie scrnie sweeping changes in that 
constitution." 


As a result of Kaiser's advice, Morgan 
finally sa up a meeting with the commiuee 
fcM^ June 25, but it was cancelled. The com¬ 
mittee will finally vote on the constitution 
Nov., 9, nearly a year after the consiittitloii 
was ratified by the smdem body, in an open 
meeting* 

"I would be very upset with admimstradon 
and the committee members if they failed to 
p^ it," Moigan said* "We (SGA) are willmg 
to entertain the notion so long as the ultimate 
rule is in our favor*" 

Morgan said that he has kept a lawyer on 
retainer in the event that the ruling is not in the 
SGA*s favor* He refused to disclose the attor¬ 
ney's name, but said that the is a friend, who is 
donaiiiig his legal services* Moigan said that 
he would charge the university with making a 
decision that falls outside their jurisdiction.

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SGA to recommend 
exam fee be dropped

The Student Government Associ¬ 
ation Senaie voted unanimously 
Oct* 7 to recommend that the $15 
fee for taking the Proficiency Exam 
be dropped* However, the adminis¬ 
tration says that in order for that to 
happen, the SGA must also propose 
an alternate way of paying for the 
test. 

The proposal was written by 
SGA senators Jeffrey Martin, Alli¬ 
son DeFaiia and Randy Smith, 

All undergraduates must take the 
exam before graduating. Although 
the lest has been given for four 
years, there has only been a fee 
since last spring* The purpose of the 
exam is to ensure that the university 
is teaching students math and 
English, adequately* 

"We didn't feel that it was right 
for the university Co charge for a test 
that was meant to evaluate itself," 
DePatta said* "1 feel the universily 
should pay for that (test)*" 

The test was paid for pieviDusly 
through a project in which several 
professors and administrators partic¬ 
ipated in research and development 
of the test. That projea ended at the 
end of the fall 1^1 semester* 

Dr* Patricia Bates, associate vic^- 
chanceilor for planning and instruc¬ 
tion, said that the fee students pay 


doesn't even cover the price of the 
exam* The university covers some 
of the cost* 

Bates also said that the test bene¬ 
fits the students as well as the uni¬ 
versity, because, "if a percentage of 
students don't do well on the exam 
then that shows us we need to shore 
up our general education program," 
Bates said. 

She further staled that she had 
not even been informed of the pro¬ 
posal, but that she sympathized with 
students' concern over paying the 
fee* However, she said that the fee 
Will not be dropped unless money 
from another source pays for the 
exams* 

DeFatta and Martin both said 
that they doubt the administration 
will drop the 

"Basically, this (proposal) is to 
make a statement to the administra¬ 
tion that we (students) don't like 
what they're doing " DeFatta said* 

DeFatta said that a reduced fee 
would be a good compromise* 

"A $5 charge would be suffi- 
ci^t," she said* 

SGA president, Joel Morgan, 
said he will pursue the issue with 
the administration* 

"We (SGA) will be negotiating 
with the chancellor and the various 
vice-chancellors for a resolution to 
this," Morgan said*

Darling urges approval of amendment

An amendment on the Nov. 3 
ballot, if passed, could tower the 
cuts in higher education. Chancellor 
John Darling said in a forum held 
last Tuesday, 

Gov. Edwin Edwards made 
extensive cuts in higher education 
earlier this semsier to cover the 
state*s budget deficiL LSUS' share 
of the cuts was an ax of S670.000 
from the 1992-93 budget.

A forum scheduled to address La. 
legislators personally was indefinite¬ 
ly postponed, but the SGA recently 
vo^ to mail a copy of the Oct 20 
issue of the Almagest to the mem¬ 
bers of the legislature who could not 
attend the forum, to express students' 
feelings about the cuts. 

Joel Morgan. SGA president, 
supported the decision. "I think it 
(mailing papers) is an excellent way 
of letting the SGA and the students 
express their concerns over the leg¬ 
islators* actions," he said, 

Morgan said nothing can be done 
about the budget cuts now. but there 
is still a chance to stop future cuLs. 

”As 1 have said before, we must 
let the stale know that we have a 


governor and legislature may only 
make cuts in undedicated funds. 
Currently the only areas covered by 
unckdicated fiindis are higher loca¬ 
tion and health CMt, 

The Fiscal Reform Proposal, 
which is the only unnumbered 
amendment on the ballot, would 
allow up to 10 percent of dedicated 
funds to also be cut. including ele¬ 
mentary and ^condary funding pro¬ 
grams. 

"In voting for this proposal, we 
get everyone in the basket together," 
Darling said. "As long as your ox is 
not getting gored, then you're not 


voice and vote," Morgan said. 

Dale Kaiser, SGA senator, said 
the forum might be scheduled in 
mid-November. "1 am looking at 
mid-November right now, so I can 
get a feel of what things will be like 
after the Nov, 3 elections." Kaiser 
expressed his feelings on the legisla¬ 
tors decision not to attend the forum, 
'‘The students are very unhappy 
about what has happened. If this was 
an election year, our local legislators 
would be down in Baton Rouge 
doing something about these cuts, 
but they ihink the voters will foiget 
what has happened when elections 
come up years from now/' 

Kaiser said mailing copies of the 
Almagest to the leglslaiors will help 
them understand the severity of the 
budget cuts at LSUS, but he is still 
wary of the future. 


coDcerned about the budget cuts/ 
Darling said that if the proposal 
does not pass. LSUS could a 2 
or 3 percent cut in January. 

"This is the eighth or ninth cut 
we’ve had in higher education," Dr. 
Gloria Raines, vice-chancellor of 
student affairs, said, "If something 
doesn’t happen, 1 hate to see what 
the cuts are going to be next fall," 
Darling said, "Our purpose is not 
to tell you how to vote." 

However he also said, "We need 
to have an outpoimng of people vot¬ 
ing affirmatively lo this proposal." 


"A Icrt of people have been talk¬ 
ing about Amendment 1 which will 
give the governor access to sec¬ 
ondary funds, should cuts become 
necessary," Kaiser said, "But that 
amendment died before it hit the 
press. There are simply more sec¬ 
ondary supporters than there are 
higher education supporters," 

Kaiser said nothing can slop the 
cuts that have come ihiough but there 
are ways of preventing further cuts, 
"Fmd out whm district you live in and 
write or call your district rq^resenta- 
live," Kaiser said at a recent SGA 
meeting, 

"Express your concerns over the 
current crisis and tell everyone you 
know to do the same," Kaiser 
said, "Until the voters put this sort of 
pressure on the legislators, nothing 
will change,"

Take time to read applications thoroughly

Financial aid has become a 
:reater priority for some students in 
light of a proposed luititm increase. 

According to Lisa Endslcy, assis- 
ant direcior of financial aid, 1,999 
.-5US students applied for financial 
aid last year. As of this month, 
1,930 applications have come in, 
uid are stiU coming in daily, 

"We're having a hard time keep- 
ng up with as many applications as 
re now coming in," she said. 

In order to improve one's 
hanccs of receiving assistance, it’s 
nportant to remember a few basics 
the application process. 

The first step is lo pick up a fed- 
al financial aid form known as the 
.S. Funds Single File Form, 
filike the "OneApp" form used by 
tiering freshman applicants, this 
rm is intended for continuing siu- 
2 nts and is easier to complete. If 


properly filled out and promptly 
mailed, the response time is usually 
four to six weeks. 

The applicant will then receive a 
Student Aid report, which Is a 
reprint of what was submitted on 
the application. It tells the financial 
aid office of any college or universi¬ 
ty how to figure the amount of aid 
for which the person is eligible, 
Endsley said that the key to 
receiving a speedy response lies in 
the timing of the application, 

"If you send it as soon as you 
complete your tax retuni in Majch, 
then we may have yours completed 
by April or May," she said. "If 
someone waits until August, it 
might take a little longer. We're just 
now finishing up the applications 
for those people," 

A common mistake applicants 
make, according to Endsley, is that 
people don't take enough time to 
read the application thoroughly, and 
thus may miss some important 
information. 

"Normally, they'll fill il out and 


miss some earned income credits, or 
military personnel may miss some 
untaxod benefits," she said. 

These errors can be avoided sim¬ 
ply by taking the qiplication to the 
Office of Financial Aid for review. 

Although financial aid is avail¬ 
able in the form of scholarships, 
grants, and loans, the majority of 
applications are for Fell Grants and 
student loans. 

Student loans include the 
Stafford Loan, which defers the 
inieiesi and principle as long as the 
student is enrolled for six hours of 
credit or more, and the LA-OP 
Loan, which was designed for those 
who do not qualify for a Stafford 
Loan. Endsley said that this is the 
last year to apply for a LA-OP 
Loan, since the Federal government' 
will start one of its owil 

"The Federal government has 
offered il to middle-income fami¬ 
lies, but will also allow the student 
to take out a loan himself, which 
couldn't be done before," she said.

Does $14.6 million for one 
year seem high just to be playing 
basketball? I sec it in a different 
light I'm a journalism major (if you 
haven't guessed) and might siart at 
$15,000 when 1 get a degree. If I 
kept that pay rate my entire career 
it would take nearly 950 years to 
cam Johnson's one-year sum. Can 
you imagine working 950 years? 
No wonder they call him "Magic." 

Johnson is not the only athlete 
that enjoys a healthy salary. Base¬ 
ball's Rync Sandberg makes S7J 
million and football's Dan Marino

makes $5.2 million. Notice that 
these men make this money, not 
earn it USA Today ran a story sev¬ 
eral weeks ago reporting that John¬ 
son's salary makes him "the high¬ 
est-paid athlete for a single season.” 
Au coniraire, his salary isn't even 
close. Patrick Ewing of the NBA's 
New York Knteks will make $1B.7 
million for the 1995*96 season. 

The really astounding pan of 
Ewing's salary is that it will proba¬ 
bly be surpassed before he begins 
drawing It in 1995. Even so, it defi¬ 
nitely illustrates why general man* 
agers, owners, and agents should 
use a little more responsibility 
when negotiating these 
contracts. The fans of 
these teams and sports 
can cmly take so many 
ticket price increases 
before attendance 
begins to fall.

Listeners come through for KDAQ

As the KDAQ Fall Fund drive 
was winding down on Friday, Oct 
23, the projected goal of $79,000 
had not yet been met. However, the 
listeners of public radio came 
through in the last hour, raising the 
dollar value of pledges to over 
$81,000. 

Development director Jean Hard' 
man said the drive went much better 
than expected 

‘'We were ccnccmed going into 
it We thought that there was a sort 
of mental depression because of the 
'economy. But each of the regions 
did bcuer than last fall.'^ 

The nsglons are those i^erved by * 


each of the four public radio sta¬ 
tions in the Ark-La-Tcx: KDAQ. 
which is housed here on campus 
and serves Northwest Louisiana; 
^KSLA. the central Louisiana area; 
KBSA, south Arkansas; and KLDN, 
East Texas. 

Covering such a wide area isn't 
cheap. The total budget for these 
stations is over $500,000, and relies 
totally on contributions from listen¬ 
ers and businesses. 

Almost one-fifth of the budget 
goes to pay dues to National Public 
Radio. The rest of the budget cov¬ 
ers operating expenses and salaries, 
with the biggest expense being the 
cost of high-quality equipment 

Public radio stations are sup¬ 
ported by listeners who are as 
diverse as the programs offered to
